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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS | 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 

In keeping with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, your Commissioners are presenting 
herewith their annual report for the year ending December 
31, 1942. Included are the reports of the County Treasurer, 
Solicitor, Sheriff, Clerk of Court, Superintendent of 
County Farm, Master of the House of Correction, Physician 
and Chaplain at the County Farm, and the State Auditors. 


The cash balance of the County as shown by the report 
is very misleading. Whereas the report shows a balance of 
$64,229.11 it includes the 1945 appropriations of $15,000.00 
for heating plant and $4,000.00 for the Freezing installa- 
tion. 


After advertising for bids on the heating plant, F. E. 
Newcomb being the low bidder, the contract was awarded 
to him. The new boiler was promised for December barring 
contingency and then again in January. To date it has 
not been received. 


The Freezer unit authorized by the delegation has — 
also been held up. If it had been possible to put in this 
heating system and the freezer unit in 1945 as planned, 
the balance as of January 1946 would have been about 
$40,000.00. 


Conditions have been such that it was impossible to 
complete the repairs and also the new kitchen at the 
Farm. 

Regarding the heating plant at the Court House, as 
mentioned in the 1944 report, the condition is such it 
will have to be replaced in the near future. 


The County Farm and institution under the good 
management of Mr. and Mrs. Sanborn shows an increase 
in receipts and livestock, altho handicapped by the help 
situation. 
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Relief has remained at a low figure but many in- 
vestigations have been made and emergencies taken care 
of. Cooperation with many organizations has been con- 
tinued and the work of the Commissioners’ Office has been 
a good deal the same in general as stated in our report of 
last year. The rate of Board and Care of children was 
raised $5.00 at the end of 1945 so that our expense for this 
item will probably increase considerably for 1946. Sixty- 
one children were on our list for 1945 and the largest 
amount was collected from parents toward their support, 
over $2,500.00. 

The Commissioners appreciate the cooperation of 
all County employees and individuals who have been so 
helpful during these hectic times.
